The arteries 
of the body carry tha life's blood from the 
heart. If oue of these is ruptured from 
any cause, and the blood is allowed to 
escape, the man will die within a few min- 
utes, sometimes, when with the aid of » 
stick and a strfhg or handkerchief, either 
of whiah are almost always at hand, hlf 
life might he saved. If the severed artery 
is in the leg or arm, and there is no string 
at hand, tear a strip from any part of the- 
clothing, tie it loose around the limb, pass 
the stick between the skin and the string 
and twist it round until the bleeding ceases, 
If a vein is wounded or cut, apply the dust 
from a tea-canister or common cobweb ', or 
even without these, wrap a strip of cotton 
cloth around moderately fight, and then 
another piece around that ; if the bleeding 
does not cease, let cold water run on the 
wound until it does, or until a physician 
arrives. But it is of vital importance to 
remember that the artery sends out hlood 
by spurts or jets, and of a bright red char- 
acter. If the blood comes from a vein, it 
flows slowly and evenly, 'and is of a 'dark 
red. 
But these directions will do no good 


unless it is specially noted that if the blood 
coaies from an artery, the application of the 
string must be made above the wound, that 
is, between the wound and the heartj if-ft 
vein has been wounded, and the same'ap-,.
